It shows that the decrease in committals to Reformatory 
Schools, which has been so remarkable for several years past, 
still continues. I have no reason to believe that the lowest limit 
of this movement has yet been reached. 

The localities from which the young offenders came who were 
under detention in these Schools at the end of 1S92, is given at 
page 73. It will he seen that the total number at the end of 
last year was 746. Of these, 315 came from the City of Dublin, 
77 from Belfast, and 42 from Cork City. 

When we come to consider the question of Industrial Schools, 
we shall find also that something like 30 per cent, of those 
detained in them come from Dublin. 

The seven Reformatory Schools at present working in Ireland 
were managed satisfactorily, and some of them have striking 
records as regards the success of those who have been educated in 
them. These are particularly remarkable in cases of juvenile 
offenders who have not been sent to these Institutions for a short 
period of detention. 

Short; sentences to a Reformatory School hardly ever do good. 
They cripple the means of the Managers for placing the young 
criminal at a distance from temptation, and in a. way to earn a 
respectable livelihood. The success in life achieved by those who 
have been brought up in Reformatories will be found almost, 
without exception, to have been obtained by persons originally 
committed to them for a long period of time. 

During the past year 175 children were discharged as against 
190 in 1891. Of these, 140 were boys and 35 girls. One boy 
absconded from Malone Reformatory. There were ten deaths 
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in 1802, as against two in the previous year; one occurred in 
Malone, one in Philipstown, five in Glencree, one in Cork Street, 
and two in Sparks Lake. This death-rate in Reformatory Schools 
is very exceptionally high. Five deaths were due to lun.o- 
disease, and took place, one in Malone, three in Glencree, and 
one in Sparks Lake. There were thi’ee deaths from mesenteric 
and bowel disease, and occurred, one in Glencree, one in Cork 
Street, and one in Sparks Lake. There was one fatal case of 
fever at Philipstown, and an accidental death at Glencree.

Of the children under detention at the close of 1892, 3,703 
were boys and 4,873 were girls. The four most populous towns 
in Ireland — Belfast, Dublin, Cork, and Limerick — had between 
them 3,837 children in Industrial Schools ; of these, Dublin, with 
its population of 245,001, had 2,560 children under detention, or 
about one per cent, of the population. Since the Industrial 
Schools Act came into operation in 1869, a sum of considerably 
over £300,000 has been expended from private resources on these 
Schools. - 

Aetane. 

The largest and most remarkable amongst them is of course 
Artane ; and from July, 1870, up to the present, over £80,000 
has been expended by the Christian Brothers and their friends 
on this remarkable Institution without any grant in aid from the 
Government, or without borrowing sixpence from the State. 

The new Infirmary, which I mentioned last year as being in 
course of erection, is not yet Anfirely completed. It is situated 
at some little distance from the School, and will, when finished, 
enable the Brothers to provide a place for the observation of 
newly admitted children. In many Schools such children are 
detained for a considerable time before they are permitted to join 
the others, and where this system obtains it has been found a 
most successful means of preventing the introduction of con- 
tagions or infectious disease. 

The care taken of boys in Artane is proved conclusively by 
the low death-rate which for years past has been remarkable, 
During the year 1892 there was only one death, notwithstanding 
the prevalence of a severe epidemic of Influenza and measles. 
Paring the lust six years, including 1892, the mortality from all 
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causes has been 233 per annum upon the number resident, which, 
was over 800, or, in other words, 2-6 per thousand. This would 
be striking in any Institution, but it is all the more so in one 
where the majority of the inmates have had their constitu- 
tions vitiated by unwholesome and inadequate food, unhealthy 
surroundings of every kind, and hereditary taints. 


I regret to say that Artane, which from the time of its founda- 
tion had a plentiful supply of Varfcry water, suffered for a great 
portion of last autumn from an insufficient supply, and even that 
suddenly ceased towards the last days of the year, so that water 
had to he drawn in carts for necessary cooking purposes. 
This unfortunate state of things led to trouble in various ways, 
and the normal condition of general and personal cleanliness 
could not be maintained. I am happy, however, to add, that 
steps have been taken by the authorities of the School of so 
effective a character as to render it almost impossible for the 
Institution ever again to suffer from want of water and from the 
consequences which such a want involves. 


Moreover, a disinfecting chamber on the most approved con- 
struction, perhaps the very best to he found in Ireland, has been 
erected by the Brothers at great expense. The clothes and 
bedding of the boys can now be regularly passed through it, and 
Dr, Lentaigne, the distinguished Medical Officer of the Institution, 
informs me that he expects it will be the means of preserving 
Artane from various contagious and infectious diseases which 
continually threaten to appear in Industrial Schools, not 
alone in Ireland, but in every country where such Institutions 
exist.

Besides these subjects geometry, algebra, and shorthand are 
taught. 

All the boys were examined in drawing by the Science and 
Art Department, South Kensington. The results of the examina- 
tion for the whole School was very creditable. 

The cost of maintenance for each boy last year was 
£20 17s. 5 d. 


Other Roman Catholic Industrial Schools for 
Senior. Mors. - 

Besides Artane, there are sixteen Roman Catholic Schools for 
boys. Ten are for senior boys, six are for young boys and are 
managed by Nuns. One of the latter, at Killarney, is a so-called 
Mixed School. It is managed by the same community, but 
divided into two distinct departments, one for boys and one for 
girls. 

The ten Roman Catholic Schools for senior boys are — Milltown, 
in county Antrim ; Upton, Greenmonnt, and Baltimore, in the 
county of Cork; Kilmore, in the county of Dublin; Salthilland 
Letterfrack, in Galway ; St. Joseph’s, Tralee; a School in Lime- 
rick, and one in Clonmel, They are, generally speaking, in a 
satisfactory condition. 

Kilmore was founded for the purpose of receiving hoys com- 
mitted under the 18th section of the Act. Owing to the scarcity 
of this class of hoy, it is now used as an ordinary Industrial 
School, and has always been remarkable for the excellent health 
enjoyed by those detained in it. At the last examination by 
the Science and Art Department, it received the highest praise 
that a school in Ireland has ever obtained, 
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Tlie results also of the examination by the same Department, at saitwn 
Salthill, in Galway, were exceedingly good. 


With regard to the School at Upton, it seems to me that in 
connection with it a new departure might he made which would 
have far-reaching consequences for the South of Ireland. One 
of the greatest deficiencies in this country is the almost total 
absence of efficient instruction in Agriculture; and yet it is a 
matter of vital importance to Ireland. Over at least three of the 
provinces, until the progress of invention may enable small work- 
shops to compote with great factories, cultivation of the land 
must remain the chief occupation of the people; but this is an 
industry which would derive immense benefit from the teachings 
of science, and if the Irish farmer is to contend successfully with 
the competition of the world, he can only do so by the application 
to his industry of the highest scientific knowledge and skill. To 
this end I should like to see established in this country, Institu- 
tions on the model of the Farming Schools in Germany and 
Fiance. The most efficient of these are situated in country dis- 
tricts. A farm of more or less considerable extent is attached, 
and the instruction given is both theoretical and practical. The 
position of the School at Upton would be particularly suited for 
such work. The railway communication affords special facilities 
for the transaction of business. The distance Sfrom Cork is not 
great. There are two stations close by the School, and, in a word, 
practical agricultural education could be carried on there without 
the slightest suspicion of competing unfairly with any other 
existing interest or trade. 


If the existing Industrial School were to be used for the 
purpose of affording Agricultural Instruction it would he neces- 
sary that another building should be erected, into wbich those 
boys who had completed their term of detention might freely 
engage to remain for some definite period. 

In the German Schools pupils are bound as a rule :to go 
through two years instruction, and most of them on leaving 
possess some knowledge of the sciences having a direct bearing 
upon agriculture. To establish such a similar institution in con- 
nection witjjji an Industrial School would cost a sum of money 
which would not he very considerable. The public-spirited people 
in Cork, who have done so much in spite of various adverse cir- 
cumstances to preserve their Dairy School, and to make it so 
efficient, could not do better than consider whether an institution 
something like Hohenheim might not he established in connexion 
with the Industrial School at Upton. I am confident that, those 
who manage this School, and who owe their existence as a religious 
order to Antonio Rosmini, one of the most interesting^ of the 
remarkable figures of this century, and whose great desire was to 
reconcile institutions which have come to us from past ages with 
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the exigencies of modem life, will not refuse their assistance to 
any practical scheme for the benefit of the main industry of the 
South of Ireland. 

The education and training in Upton School is equal to, if not 
superior, to any of its kind in the country. The following table 
shows the number of boys in each educational standard, and 
also the number receiving instruction in the various trades at tho 
end of the year : —

Another remarkable institution in the neighbourhood of Cork is 
the Industrial School at Greenmount. It is managed by the 
Brothers of the Presentation, the same religious order which 
conduct the Dartford Industrial School in Kent, and which has 
been always so favourably reported on. The buildings at Green- 
mount are exceptionally good, and when some proposed additions 
are completed, and alterations made, they will be unsurpassed in 
Ireland. The education given in the Elementary branches is 
good. The highest standard in the school at my last visit was the 
2nd division of the 5th. Several trades, carpentering, shoemaking, 
tailoring, &c., are taught. 

Baltimore. 

This school, which was a new departure in the Industrial 
School system, has been watched with considerable interest, and 
may fairly claim exceptional consideration. It owes its existence 
mainly to the energy of the Rev. Charles Davis, who managed it 
from the time of its foundation, in 1887, to his lamented death 
in October, 1892. 

The Governors of the Institution have not yet made any per- 
manent appointment in his place, and the duties of Manager are 
now discharged by Mr. Donovan, the Superintendent, who prac- 
tically fulfilled them from the time when Rev. Mr. Davis was 
made a member of the Congested Districts Board, which neces- 
sitated his frequent absence from the School. Considerable 
changes for the better have been made in this Institution since 
my last report, The sanitary arrangements have been improved, 
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and recently pronounced “ perfect,” by Dr. Sandford, the eminent 
Cork scientist. Means have been taken to add considerably to the 
water supply, new bath-rooms have been erected, a new laundry 
constructed, the dietary improved, and arrangements are being 
made to provide instruction in certain branches of industry im- 
portant to fishermen. A sheltered recreation ground is urgently 
needed, and a suitable edifice at some little distance from the 
School which could he used as a hospital is a pressing want. In 
this building an intercepting division might he set apart for the 
temporary isolation of newly admitted boys. 

As far as education is concerned I am unable to report as 
favourably of the working of the Institution in 1892 as I was for 
the previous year. In the year 1891 there were a number of boys 
in the sixth standard, also in the highest division of the fifth, and 
the result of examination was exceedingly good. Geometry was 
then taught in the sixth class ; and in elementary navigation 
twenty-four hoys were examined by the Science and Art Depart- 
ment, South Kensington ; of that number twenty-two obtained 
first and two second-class certificates. These boysdiave now been 
discharged. In 1892 no instruction in navigation was given. 
The most advanced class in the school was the lowest division in 
the fifth standard, and the general result of examination was not 
satisfactory. _ Some explanations were offered for this state of 
things ; it was urged that the Institution had lost the services 
of a very efficient master, and that the Board of Governors 
experience great difficulties in procuring really competent in- 
structors, owing to the fact that the Commissioners of National 
Education do not, as a matter of course, take hack into their 
services anyone who has ceased to teach for more than two years 
in one of their schools. I confess I. am unable to agree altogether 
with this view, seeing that I have found extremely efficient teachers 
in Industrial Schools not connected with the National system. A 
more serious excuse was the prevalence of ophthalmia, to which 
I had to call the attention of the Government during the autumn. 
This epidemic which, though of a mild character, prevailed to an 
alarming extent, no. doubt deranged the general order and work 
of the school. It broke out in the month of May. I at once 
called the attention of the authorities to the extreme gravity of 
the disease, and the necessity of taking precautions to prevent it 
from spreading. The Governors immediately sought the advice 
of Dr. Sandford. In consequence, however, of the state of things 
which I found on the occasion of my visit in the autumn, I 
requested the authorities of the school to again consult this 
distinguished physician. They did so, and with the best possible 
effect. He suggested structural and other improvements, which 
I am assured will be carried out as soon as possible. I had 
myself at various times made similar recommendations. The 
difficulty as regards some of these proposed additions lies in the 
expense which they would involve. 
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As this School wns mainly intended for the purpose of promote 
ing the Fishing Industry, the two following Tables, may perhaps 
be considered of interest. The first gives the counties, cities, and 
towns, from which the boys came who were under detention on 
31st of December, 1892. The second gives the names of the- 
twenty-nine boys who were discharged during the year and 
what became of them. It will be seen that out of the above 
number discharged about 10 are now employed in business con- 
nected with seafaring life : —

Roman Catholic Schools for Junior Boys. 

These Schools are the means of rescuing hoys from the tempta- 
tions of the street at an early -age, before corrupt influences can 
have seriously vitiated their character. The greatest attention 
is paid to the physical as well as the moral training of the hoys. 
In some the children are taught calisthenics, music, &c..; and 
everything possible is done to ensure for them a happy childhood 
■ — reminiscences of which may be of use in time to come, when 
they find themselves in the cold places of life. 

Killarney is remarkable as being the only place now in Ireland 
where the same community of Nuns manage both a junior boj T s 
school and a. school for girls. The buildings, as I have already 
stated, are quite distinct, and each school is well .suited for the 
purpose for which it is used. The Institution, as a whole, deserves 
special praise for the care taken of the health of the children, • 
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The medical officer attends with a regularity, which I regret to 
say is somewhat exceptional. Speaking generally as regards 
these junior boys schools under the care of Nuns, I have no 
reason to modify the opinions which I have before stated about 
them, and which have been shared by all my predecessors. 

Roman Catholic Schools foe Girls. 

These schools, forty-thiee in number, are all under the manage- 
ment of Nuns, aud almost every one of them can point to a great 
record of practical usefulness, I instanced in a former report, in 
support of this statement, the Convents of the Good Shepherd in 
Cork and Limerick, the Convents of Dundalk, Merrion, and many 
others, which were able to show that some ninety per cent, of the 
girls trained in them turned out well; but none lias done greater 
service in this respect than the Convent in Crumlin-road, Belfast, 
which is also singular amongst the Convent Industrial Schools in 
Ireland, in that most of the girls trained there remain and find 
employment in their native country. Many of these Convent 
Schools are making great efforts to promote special industries, 

The weaving industry established at QueeDstcwn is progres- 
sing favourably. It was founded just at the time when I took 
up the management of this Department in October, 1890. In 
that month two members of the community of St. Coleman’s 
Convent, Queenstown, were sent to the Convent of Mercy at 
Skibbereen in order to study the weaving industry, which the 
Sisters of Mercy, in the latter town, anxious to provide, if possible, 
remunerative employment for the young girls of the neighbour- 
hood, and to give them industrious habits, had established the 
year before. Their effort received assistance from the Most 
Rev. Dr. Fitzgerald, Bishop of the Diocese of Ross, and 
substantial help from various other persons of position, 
amongst them the late Sir William Ewart, of Belfast, who took 
a special interest in the undertaking. When the Nuns from 
Queenstown returned home, a weaving school was built by their 
Convent, and shortly afterwards they obtained a skilled instructor 
from the Board of National Education, who divided his time 
between Queenstown and Skibbereen. Since then there has 
been steady progress, and in Queenstown there are now 13 
looms, 3 wheels, and a warping mill at work. At the Results 
Examination in 1892, all the pupils presented from Queenstown 
passed. 

A new and very remarkable departure, is being taken by the 
Managers of St. Lawrence Industrial School, Sligo. Up to the 
present the dairy farm premises have been comparatively small, 
and only sufficient for the training of a limited number of girls, 
but a new and spacious building for dairy purposes is being 
erected under the guidance of Mr. Carroll, the Manager of the 
Albert Farm at Glasnevin. When this dairy is ready for use the 
children of the Industrial School, on reaching an age to benefit 
by the instruction, and inmates of the House of Mercy, an 
adjoining institution, also managed by the Nuns, where about 80 
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young ■women are being prepared for domestic service, will bo 
trained in every description of dairy farm management. 

Each girl, before leaving the Institution, will go through a 
complete course of instruction, and the term will extend over a 
period of twelve months. 

Lectures of a practical nature will be given at fixed times, 
each week in the instruction room, where, hy means of a gallery, 
ample accommodation will be supplied for the attendance of all 
the girls at the same time. I cannot but hope that great benefit 
will follow from this praiseworthy effort, and I earnestly trust 
that as time goes on this dairy school in Sligo may do service 
to the West of Ireland similar to that rendered to the southern 
counties by the dairy school in Cork. 

Another school in which girls are taught farm workisBenada uwi«i» 
Abbey, to which Institution about forty acres of good laud are Abb “ ! - 
attached. The girls are taught every branch of farm work likely 
to be useful to them, such as rearing stocktaking butter, and 
managing poultry. 

In the Convent School, at Kinsale, which has a remarkable Km«.i„ 
aud interesting history in connection with the lace industry of soh"of ri ‘' 
Ireland, lace making is carried on with exceptional skill. Some 
samples of this work, extremely well designed and finely Making 
executed have been sent to the Chicago Exhibition. They have 
been greatly admired, and large orders have since been received 
from America. As I have said, however, in former reports, I 
hardly think that lace making, speaking generally, is a suit- 
able employment for children in Industrial Schools. It re- 
quires much time and attention to be able to make fine Irish 
point lace. The work is sedentary, and sometimes very in- 
jurious to the eyes, moreover, unless it is extremely well done 
it is valueless as a marketable commodity. Lace manufactured by 
machinery has of late so much improved and is made in such 
large quantities throughout Europe, that it must ultimately drive 
from the market all kinds of lace made hy hand, unless of an 
exceptional high quality of workmanship and design. While 
then wishing every success to the Lace Making Industry in such 
Convents as Kinsale, I should be sorry to see it generally adopted 
in Irish Industrial Schools. Ordinary household duties, the 
making of butter, caring of poultry, the method of rearing 
young cattle, knitting, making and mending articles of clothing, 
are what girls in Industrial Schools should be taught. If so 
trained they will he certain to obtain permanent employment 
immediately on leaving school, and be secured from temptations 
which wreck the lives of destitute girls unable to earn a respect- 
able livelihood. 

Protestant Industrial Schools. 

The amalgamation of the two schools for Protestant boys, in 
Cork, which I had most persistently urged irom the first moment tw” scnoois 
that I got charge of this department, was effected with the 
entire concurrence of those interested in each Institution, in curt, 
during the course of the year. A representative committee of 
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management, composed ot leading Protestant citizens in Cork, and 
presided over by the Bishop, is now responsible for the present 
Institution for - Protestant boys, and will render, I am convinced, 
efficient and substantial help to the chief corresponding manage^ 
Mr. Hall, in his endeavour to maintain an Industrial School in 
Cork -which will be a credit to the Protestants in the South of 
Ireland. While on this subject I should like to call the attention 
of the Protestant community to the two female schools in Cork. 
They are situated very near each other, and are managed by Miss 
Woodrofle, a lady justly respected throughout the whole, city. I 
regret, however, to say that the buildings are exceedingly defective. 
They were old when certified, and have not improved with time. 
The Protestants of Cork must take into consideration the rapid 
advance which is being made in Industrial and Technical educa- 
tion throughout Ireland, and by their co-religionists in the north. 
It certainly will he difficult, as time goes on, to defend the exist- 
ence of any School, whether Protestant or Catholic, in which the 
accommodation is defective, considering the number of institu- 
tions which are provided with ample space for a large addition to 
the number of their inmates, or the claims of localities where the 
community are able and willing to provide any building required. 

I am glad to be able to say that the buildings for the Meath 
Female Protestant School at Bray were finished during the year, 
and the children transferred to them from buildings which were 
lamentably deficient. The new building is equal to any Institu- 
tion of its kind in Ireland, and there is every reason to hope that 
through the energy and continued devotion of Lady Kathleen 
Brabazon the Meath School, at Bray, will become as efficient as the 
two Protestant E'emale Schools in Belfast. These latter — Hamp- 
ton House and Shamrock Lodge: — are excellent Institutions. 
Hampton House is formed on a somewhat different model from 
any other Industrial School in Ireland, Special arrangements 
are made in it to keep up family life, and with distinct success. 
Shamrock Lodge is certain to maintain its well established 
reputation as long as Mrs. Margaret Byers is able to attend to its 
management. There is another Protestant School for Female 
children in the City of Dublin, situated in Heytesbury-street. 
At the close of the year 37 girls were detained in it. It would 
seem to me hardly worth while for the Protestant community to 
keep up this school, and I think it would be better for them to 
agree to its being closed, the children transferred to Bray, and 
all energy concentrated to make that Institution as efficient as 
possible. 

There are two schools for , Protestant boys in Belfast — Fox 
Lodge and the Grampian Training Ship. The former has re- 
cently been placed under the management of Mr. Barclay, who 
for, several yeai-s was in charge of the Malone Reformatory. Boys 
are drafted from it to the Grampian Training Ship. This 
Training Ship, formerly called the Gibraltar, was intended for 
the training of hoys for the Navy and Mercantile Marine. I 
am sorry to say, however, that it does not seem to fulfil the 
object for which it was intended. Out of 52 boys discharged iu 
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1888 only 6 went to sea. In 1889 out of 57 who were discharged 
,8 went to sea. In 1890 out of 56 discharged, 18 went to sea. 
In 1891 out of 77 discharged 11 went to sea, and in 1892, 
out of 50 who were discharged, 7 joined the Merchant 
Service, "but not one entered the Royal Navy. The boys 
on the ship are well looked after by Captain O’Rorke and the 
the officers under him. The Committee on shore are energetic 
and vigilant, and their Secretary, Mr. M'Dowell, painstaking 
and efficient. It is not their fault if the Grampian does not 
fulfil the object for which it was placed in Belfast Lough. The 
great majority of these Industrial School boys, in consequence of 
their constitutions having been undermined by previous hard- 
ships and hereditary taints, to which I have often alluded, are 
not sufficiently strong for a sailor's life in the Merchant Service, 
and the physical standard for entrance into. Her Majesty’s Navy 
is so high as to be practically prohibitive for this. class of boy. 
■Considering these facts and the circumstance that the funds at 
the disposal of the Committee managing Fox Lodge and the 
Grampian are falling below the sum requisite to meet necessary 
expenditure, it seems to me a matter of grave consideration 
whether the fruitless and expensive attempt to train lads for the 
sea on a stationary ship should not be abandoned, and the boys 
moved from the Grampian to a suitable house on shore. 

The only other school for Protestant boys is the Meath, 
Blackrock, which continues to deserve high praise. It is still 
under the management of Dr. Samuel Gordon, assisted by an 
extremely active committee of ladies and gentlemen who attend 
most punctually at the committee meetings held regularly once 
a week. 

Financial Statement— Reformatory Schools. 

The total amount received from all sources during the past 
year for the support, clothing, and education of children in 
Reformatory Schools was £17,370 5s. 6d., which was £1,170 os. 8 d. 
less than what was received in 1891.

As regards education, I have but little to add to what I 
have said in former reports. Most of the Convent Industrial 
Schools are examined by the Inspectors of the National Board, 
who have reported as usual most favourably of them, and in this 
praise I entirely concur. The schools not inspected by officials of 
the National Board are just as efficient as those that are. Reading, umarne. 
Writing, and Arithmetic, in them is quite up to the average wittmi-

standard of the primary schools in Ireland. Arithmetic is 
perhaps better taught than the other subjects, and many children 
display remarkable expertness in working out sums on paper; in 
some of the higher classes in boys’ schools more attention might 
he given with advantage to Mental Arithmetic. Geography is 
perhaps the weakest subject, but I think I perceive some im- 
provement during the last year, as teachers are beginning to 
see the importance of this subject. Nevertheless they do not 
seem sufficiently to realize that the knowledge of the height of 
mountains, length of rivers, population of obscure towns is not 
a knowledge of Geography. I have never seen in Ireland any 
attempt to impress the configuration of a country on the minds 
of children on the scientific method adopted in the primary 
schools of Germany and France. 

The great change for the better which I have observed since 
I have been in charge of this Department, is the increased 
attention which is given to Drawing in the schools for boys. 
The importance of this subject cannot he over-rated. It is the 
foundation of all technical training. No one who is not able to 
draw with skill can design well, and no one can be a really 
first-rate workman who cannot design. During the middle 
ages the artist and the workman were generally united. The 
great Italian artificers Ghiberti, Donatello, Brunelleschi, designed 
their own work. In Germany Adam Krafffc, Veit Stoss, 
and Peter Vischer did the same, and the Irish work in metal 
which was the admiration of the 10th, 11th, and I2th centuries, 
was designed by the old Irish Cdrd. The object however, of 
teaching drawing is not to make artists of everyone, hut to 
create skilled workmen, to develop the artistic faculty in the 
few who possess it, and gradually to fashion the whole people 
so that they should take pleasure in the beautiful, and acquire 
a dislike for what is inelegant and wanting in grace. It 
is therefore a matter of congratulation that so many of the 
schools have recently put themselves under the Science and 
Art Department, South Kensington, that the result of the 
examinations held by that Department have been invariably 
creditable, and that, schools which have hitherto held aloof are 
about to place themselves under it. 

Health. 

The health of the inmates in Industrial Schools was most satis- 
factory, and compares favourably with previous years. About 
10,000 children were under detention during the year. Of these 
81 died. The largest number of deaths was caused by lung disease. 
There were two fatal cases from fever, one on the Grampian, 
and the other in the Convent at Clonakilty, and a fatal case of 
measles in Drogheda School. The comparative freedom from 
infectious disease in these schools speaks loudly in favour of the 
care and attention bestowed upon the children by the managers, 
and shows how closely they observe new admissions, and how

vigilantly they enforce isolation. From the time I came into office 
I have invariably impressed upon them the necessity of frequent 
and regular inspection by their Medical officers, and I have con- 
tinually called upon the Managers to furnish me with special 
medical reports. I have no reason to complain of any unwilling- 
ness on their part to obtain these reports for me, but I confess I 
think it would be more satisfactory if the Medical officers were 
directly responsible not to the managers, but to the head of this 
Department. 

Conclusion. 

In concluding this report I cannot express too strongly thy 
conviction that the Public owe a deep debt of gratitude to the 
Managers of these Institutions, who labour so unselfishly for 
the good of forsaken and unfortunate children. In this work 
Protestants and Catholics, Nuns, 'Brothers of the Presentation 
Christian Brothers, Rosminrans7Pfdfessional men like Dr. Samuel 
Gordon, busy Merchants, ladies of rank and position are all 
equally zealous aud all equally deserve well of their country. 

Those who may be inclined to criticise would do well not 
merely to direct their attention to imperfections which must 
always exist in every human institution, but rather to scrutinize 
the actual work accomplished. The majority of these children, 
when first intrusted to Managers, have contracted habits of life 
the result of hopeless and sometimes criminal neglect. Moreover 
their constitutions are feeble, and they ai-e predisposed to con- 
sumption and scrofula in all its terrible phase,?. If critics would 
only bear in mind these facts and reflect on the temptations from 
which the children are rescued, the large number of them 
who ultimately succeed in life and the decrease of juvenile and 
consequently of adult crime which has marked the progress, of 
the Industrial School System, they .would appreciate the solid 
services which those who are responsible, for the management of 
Industrial Schools render to the country.
